On the 18th October, 1982, at about 9.30 p.m., Shri 
Nkhao Lotha, Inspector, received information that accused 
Kethozelie Angami was taking shelter at United village under 
Dimapur Sub-Division. The culprit was evading police 
arrest since he had shot at one woman on the 14th October. 
1982, at Kohima Town who later died. Inspector Lotha 
immediately organised a police party consisting of 1 Sub- 
Inspector, 1 Assistant Sub-Inspector, 1 Havildar and 8 Cons¬ 
tables and reached there at about 11.30 p.m. 

After cordoning off the house where the accused was 
hiding, Inspector Lotha himself went to the door and ordered 
the inmates of the hotfse to open the door. At this accused 
Angami himself opened the door and fired with a revolver 
aiming at the chest of Inspector Lotha from a distance of 
about only two feet. However, Inspector Lotha escaped 
unhurt as the revolver misfired. Inspite of the fact that the 
assailant was holding a loaded revolver and aimed at him 
from a very close quarter. Inspector Lotha without any 
hesitation and with great courage, jumped at the culprit and 
grappled with him at a great risk of his personal life.

Statement of services for which the decoration has been 

awarded 

On the 3rd December, 1980, at Midnight, Shri Ashok 
Kumar Sinha, Sub-inspector of Police, Chenari, Bihar, receiv¬ 
ed information jbout the assemblage of the notorious gang 
of Nanhku Shurma and Mohan Bmd at village Bhurkura for 
committing dacoity. Immediately Shri Sinha collected the 
available armed force consisting of 22 police personnel. He 
hired a Mini Bus which took them upto village Ugahni in 
Chenari. Thereafter, they walked upto Bhurkura which is 
on the top of the hill. The police party reached there at 
3.30 AM on the 4th December, 1980. 

Shri Ashok Kumar Sinha divided the police force into two 
parties. Ihc two Assistant Sub-Inspectors led the first party 
and the other was led by Shri Sinha himself. The first party 
was deployed along with North-Western edge oi the village 
with the instructions to locate the assemblage of criminals 
and arrest them. Shri Sinha led his party alongwith South- 
Eastern edge of the village. Sensing the arrival of the Police 
party, the criminals fired two L.G. shots at them. Shri 
Sinha, unmindful of his personal safety, challenged the cri¬ 
minals and also directed his men to charge at them. The 
exchange of fire between the Police patty and the criminals 
lasted tor about 30 minutes. Finding that the criminals were 
bent upon settling the score with the Police party, Shri Sinha 
led his men courageously and ordered for heavy and effective 
firing which led to the death of three of the -criminals. Some 
of the dacoits were also injured, who managed to escape 
in the thick jungle. Two guns and one country made pistol 
alongwith 28 fired cartridges and 19 live cartriges were found 
by the side of the dead bodies.
